Unless  otherwise  specified  the  D.R.A.  rules  for  1896 
will  govern. 

Nurserymen  are  eligible  to  compete  for  prizes  in 
the  Grand  Aggregate,  in  addition  to  the  Nursery  Ag- 
gregate, on  payment  of  the  entrance  fee. 

One  sighting  shot  at  each  range  will  be  allowed, 
for  which  a  charge  of  10  cents  will  be  made. 

Firing  will  commence  at  8.30  a.m.  on  Friday,  and 
at  1.00  p.m.  on  Saturday. 

Competitors  wishing  to  do  so  can  procure  Martini 
ammunition  at  3  packages  for  50  cents.
